THE ROOSEVELT ADDRESS. 


Progressive sentiment, -whether in the democratic 


party or the i-epublieaii party—hi short, progres- 
sive sentiiueut anywhere—can find little i'ault with 
the address of Colonel Roosevelt before the Ohio 
constituional convention at Columbus "Wednesday. 
It may be ummnrized as a plea 1'or self-government 
—the right of the people to exercise direct control 
of the affairs which concern (thcm as a people. 
Upon the question of the great corporations, which 
by their -very magnitude give rise to alarms and by 
their conduct do much to confirm the popular fears 
and to justify unrest and resentment, Colonel 
Roosevelt does not strike so clear and popular :i 
note as be does upon the right of the people to have 
a first hand in law-making, to have power to re- 
view the acts'of their administrators and the means 
•to compel courts and judges to render justice in 
the spirit and not in the dead .letter of the law. 
He holds that the people are capable of wisely 
ruling themselves and that it is- a perversion of our 
democracy and the government exercised through 
it when the,people fail to rule. "We progressives 
believe," he says, "that the people have the right, 
the power and t.ho duty to protect; themselves and 
their'own welfare; that, human rights arc supreme 
over all other rights." That is what this govern-' 


allowing absolute freedom of conscience, of religious thought, • today in mists of ignorance and unbelief, 
of speech, of action. Then and there a body of men free j and we want your boy and your girl 
from the superstitious of old world politics, endowed with th« «....;-«—» *~ ».0« - t..ir_..t :., »i.:. ...,_ 
spirit of love for, and confidence in. their fellow beings, pro-;

Other hinds had schools, but they 


were not for th« enlightenment of all tin: i-h.iidrt.-n of men. 
They-were established to prepare ihe minds of subjects for 
the doctrines of the divine right of king* and the infallibility 
of whatever religion happened to prevail. Our system was 
the lirst nttempt to lift up the masses by universal educa- 
tion and us our greatest statesman said, "to educate all men 
that they might for thciiiselvcs judge the dangers of njisgov- 
ernment mid the path of just government.'' So I say that 
next tii the establishment of thia republic, the most im- 
portant, event in the history of th« world is the establish- 
men of our common school system. 


These triumphs of freedom on this side of the Atlantic had 


their echoes in the countries of the old world and, as a re- 
sult, revolutions both peaceful and bloody marked there the 
beginning of a new anil better urdcr of living.
